LETTER from a reader in 

this morning’s mail reminds 
me that there is one type of 
wrinkle that we did not mention 
in our recent discussion of lines 
and wrinkles. These are lines and 
sagging tissues that result from 
too rapid weight reduction with- 
out proper massage and exercise 
to counteract the effects. 

When the amount of food eat- 
en has been limited to the mini- 
mum number of calories essen- 
tial to maintain health, the body 
must call upon the layers of fat 
stored beneath the skin and 
among the organs of the body to 
make up the deficiency.

If you have already started a 
Giet with a resulting rapid loss of 
weight and lines, then you had 
better forget all about it for a 
week or two and make a new at- 
tempt, this time with a more in- 
telligently planned diet and ex- 
ercise routine. 

Give your skin special care 
while you are reducing. If possi- 
ble, massage with a good lubri- 
cating cream twice daily to keep 
the skin soft and pliable and to 
replace as far as possible the 
natural oils that may not be so 
Pientiful while your body is ad- 
justing itself. Always wipe away 
the cream and use a good astrin-

A New Situation 


According to Mr. 
Dernoot, a trustee of Hunter and 
se’eral other free colleges, an- 
othcr stumbling block has fallen 
in the path of the girl whose 
family has had to struggle or 
she herself work her way through 
college. 

Mrs. Van Dernoot said in a re- 
cent interview: 

“Great numbers of our girls 
come from families that could 
not afford to send their children 
to any college where tuition had 
to be paid—not to speak of board 
—and now, with fathers out of a 
job and no one at home earning, 
girls in such families, even if 
they keep up courage to go on 
studying, find themselves at 
graduation up against the emer- 
gency relief rulings. So that they 
are stopped even from offering 
their services for pay. 

“Suppose,” continued Mrs. Van 
Dernoot, “that an unemployed 
father is receiving $15 a week al- 
lowance for 
daughter, one of our graduafes, 
were to accept a job at sonic 
small sum, which would raise the 
standard of living for the entire 
family, her father’s allowance’ 
would immediately be discontin- 
ued. This is the truly tragic con- 
dition with which many of our 
graduates this year are faced.” 


Such a situation presents a : e 


problem that is more of a trag- 
edy. It gives everyone—not only 
the parties immediately con- 
cerned — something to ponder. 
Possibly if the girl wére not: liv-
